only “Received by Letter. -- 

2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- “Ree’d by Exp. & Bap_ 
ments are the Word of God, and the only rule of faith and Re eRe eT ee 
practice. 

3. We believe in the fall of Adam, and by his transgres- 
sions all his posterity fell and were made sinners. We believe 
in the corruption of human nature and in the impotency of man 
to recover himself by his own free will and ability. 

4. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God 
only by the righteousness of Christ, imputed to them, and good 
works are the fruits of faith and follows after justification, and 
are evidences of our gracious state.
